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YeovilTown’s historic first game as a Football League club 
kicked off in scorching sun at the Spotland Stadium at 
Rochdale. 

И was to be a glorious day for the thousands of Glovers fans 
who travelled up to Lancashire with Kevin Gall etching himself 
in the history book with two goals, including the first, and Lee 
Johnson getting the third in a 3-1 victory. 

Within days it was time for the club’s debut in the Carling 
Cup but a 4-1 reverse at Kenleworth Road brought everyone 
back to earth with a bang. 

Yeovil's first Football League match at Huish Park against 
Carlisle United saw another victory, this time 3-0 with Kevin 
Gall again weighing in with two goals and one from Kirk Jack- 
son. 

So far so good and after two games Yeovil sat proudly at the 
top of the table. 

Next up was a trip to Brisbane Road to face Leyton Orient 
but a 2-0 reverse saw Yeovil continue to come to terms with 
League football. 

Defeat at home to Northampton Town, 2-0 didn’t go down to 
well and the club had now dropped to 8th. place. 

A trickey trip to Macclesfield was to follow and when they 
banged in four goals to one from Adam Lockwood things were 
beginning to look decidedly bleak as The Glovers dropped to 
18th in the League.

After such an inconsistent August things could only get 
better as the team embarked on a four match winning 
run. 

The visit oftop ofthe table Swansea saw the biggest gate of 
the season at Huish Park and nobody was disappointed, ex- 
cept Swansea, as Yeovil ran out 2-0 winners with goals from 
Adam Stansfield and Kirk Jackson. 

Another home game against high flying York was next on 
the agenda and Chris Brass and his men returned North with 
no points as Yeovil recorded another victory with goals from 
Colin Pluck, Kirk Jackson and Adam Stansfield. 

The victory took Yeovil back up to 5th. place and they head- 
ed North to Belle Vue Doncaster for their next match in great 
spirits.Even an illness scare involving Lee Johnson could not 
spoil things as Gavin Williams scored the goal for the boy’s 
third win in a row and a 4th. place in the League. 

Not satisfied with three wins on the trot Yeovil’s next victims 
were Mansfield Town where another excellent performance saw 
them run out winners again by the odd goal scored by Kirk 
Jackson. 

The following Saturday the largest crowd of the season, 7,718, 
piled into Huish Park for the club’s first League local derby 
with Torquay United. 

With Soccer A.M.s Helen Chamberlain looking on and caus- 
ing a right stir in the crowd, the Glovers were disappointing 
and the Gulls ran out 2-0 winners. At least Helen was happy 
anyway!! 

Boston were the final visitors of the month to Huish Park and 
goals from Gavin Williams and Adam Lockwood earnt Yeovil a 
2-0 victory and Gary Johnson his first league Manager of the 
Month Award. It was a positive way to end the month with 
Yeovil sitting proudly near the top of the league. 
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October didn't start that well with a 3-1 defeat а the hands 
of Cheltenham Town despite a Kevin Gall goal. 

After the euphoria of the Manager of the Month award it was 
obviously the usual curse the award brings with it! 

A 3-2 defeat to Bristol City followed in the Somerset Premier 
Cup with Yeovil goals coming from Kevin Gall and Jake Ed- 
wards. 

Defeat at Oxford followed although only by the odd goal in a 
match that Yeovil totally dominated in the second half. It was 
also to mark the end of Roy O'Brien's season when he went 
off injured. 

Spirits though were lifted again when another 4 match win- 
ning run was put together. 

Local rivals Bournemouth were first to taste defeat in the 
LDV Vans Trophy when goals from Gavin Williams and Jake 
Edwards were enough to see off the Cherries. 

A Gavin Williams penalty put paid to struggling Darlington 
as Yeovil maintained a solid 6th place in the league. 

Huddersfield Town were the next visitors to Huish Park and 
despite a goal from Blackburn Rovers bound Jon Stead Yeovil 
ran out 2-1 winners with goals from Terry Skiverton and Lee 
Johnson. 

A visit to The Gaffer's former club Cambridge brought yet 
more joy as a comprehensive 4-1 was achieved with goals 
from Darren Way, Kevin Gall and two from Jake Edwards. 

The game will no doubt be well remembered by The Gaffer 
for the friendly and warm welcome he received from the Cam- 
bridge faithful. 

So another month ends and Yeovil, despite a degree of in- 
consistency are well placed in the league in 5th place. 
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As winter crept in November started badly when despite 
being in control of the game Yeovil managed to throw 
away a point at Bury when the home team scored late on 
to clinch the points. 

The match will no doubt be one Stephen Reed will want to 
forget as he marked his League debut by being sent off. Jake 
Edwards was again on target for Yeovil. 

Things didn’t get any better when Colchester edged Yeovil 
out of the LDV Vans Trophy on penalties after the teams had 
drawn 2-2 after extra time. Gall and Edwards were on target for 
Yeovil. 

Saturday the 8th saw the start of what was to be an epic 
F.A.Cup campaign for Yeovil when Wrexham were rolled over 
4-1 in a match that went out live on Sky TV. Pluck, Williams, 
Gall and Edwards were the scorers. 

Another four goals sent Southend, with former Yeovil man- 
ager at the helm, packing and saw new signing Lee Elam score 
his debut goal for the club. The others were from Darren Way 
and two from Lee Johnson. 

Next game was a visit to the impressive KC Stadium in Hull 
where The Glovers earned another point in a goal less draw in 
front of a huge crowd of over 14,000. 

Lincoln were the next visitors but they too left empty handed 
following a 3-1 victory for Yeovil with goals from Colin Pluck, 
Jamie Gosling and Adam Stansfield. 

Another month gone and Yeovil are still in 5th position and 
clearly learning the ropes as they go along. 
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What a month December was going to be asThe Glovers 
eased past Barnet 5-1 for a place in the 3rd. Round of the 
F.A.Cup with goals from Colin Pluck, Gavin Williams(2), 
Nick Crittenden and Jake Edwards 

A great start to the month but when Peter Shilton drew out 
Liverpool as The Glovers next opponents things really took off. 

Ticket Mania with the whole world wanting to see the match 
and just about every newspaper both National and local de- 
cending on Huish Park. Never has there been more media in- 
terest in the club and things weren't helped when the ticket 
office burnt down following an electrical fault. 

In the league though a big derby match was successfully 
overcome when a Nick Crittenden goal put paid to Bristol Rov- 
ers but the match brought heartbreak to Jake Edwards who 
was sent off and would miss the Liverpool game. 

A 2-1 victory over Scunthorpe with Andy Lindegaard and 
Kirk Jackson scoring took Yeovil back into 3rd place but they 
slipped up when the heavens opened on Boxing Day against 
Kidderminster. 

The 2-1 reverse dropped Yeovil down two places in the league. 
Another last minute goal at The Vetch saw Swansea gain re- 
venge as they ran out 3-2 winners. 

Having been 2-0 up and coasting Yeovil staged a magnificent 
second half rally to draw level but then forgot about defending 
having at least gained a point. 

By now though everything was geared to the big day with 
Liverpool and with BBC Match of The Day covering the game 
those poor souls who missed out on tickets would at least be 
able to see the match on TV. 

The air of anticipation was extraodinary and it seemed the 
whole world was forecasting a Yeovil victory over struggling 
Gerard Houllier and his men. 
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The month started in the most bizarre way asThe Glovers 
decided to record a song. No not an F.A.Cup tune, just 
their own rendition of Two Little Boys entitled Yeovil True. 

The trip to the Torquay based studio to record the tune cer- 
tainly helped to ease the tension and anticipation of the forth- 
coming F.A.Cup tie and a Top Forty entry was the next target. 

The big day dawned and as the crowds packed into Huish 
Park a great day was to be in store for the 9,348 supporters. 

Yeovil started well against their illustrious Premiership op- 
ponents and Gavin Williams went very close to giving the home 
side the lead. 

It stayed 0-0 until well into the second half when the intro- 
duction of Emile Heskey turned things in Liverpool’s favour as 
he opened the scoring. 

Ten minutes later a controversial penalty following an al- 
leged dive by Harry Kewell saw Liverpool tie up the match as 
Murphy scored from the spot. It had been a great dream while 
it lasted and the cash injection certainly was well received. 

Life though, had to go on and Yeovil came back to earth with 
the visit of Rochdale and a Gavin Williams goal secured an- 
other three league points. 

The long trip North to bottom club Carlisle should have se- 


cured three more points but the Glovers suffered some post : 


F.A.Cup blues as Carlisle beat them 2-0. 

The curse of the F.A.Cup was certainly taking it's toll as 
Leyton Orient completed a double over Yeovil with a 2-1 win. 

Despite goals from Darren Way and Jake Edwards Mac- 
clesfield came back to pinch a point to end the month on 
something of a low note. 

The Glovers were still sitting in 6th place and a place in the 
Play-Offs was looking good.

Even John Ter- 
ry’s presence couldn’t inspire Yeovil as they slumped to 
another 2-0 defeat. 

A Gavin Williams goal at Kidderminster though lifted a lot of 
heads as Yeovil recorded their first away victory for two months. 
The lift in confidence was clearly visable the next week as 
Oxford came to Huish Park. Playing their less than attractive 
defensive game Yeovil took all the points thanks to a goal from 
on loan striker Andy Bishop. 

The impressive Reynolds Arena was Yeovil’s next port of 
call and despite the oppulant surroundings they couldn't raise 
their game as Darlington ran out 3-2 winners. Goals from Adam 
Lockwood and Lee Johnson gave Yeovil some hope but Pre- 
miership М.І.В. sent off Paul Terry and the task was always 
going to be hard with only ten men. 

Cambridge United were the next visitors to Huish Park and 
as another four goals swept past the helpless Cambridge keep- 
erthey certainly appealed to the "Can we play you every week" 
brigade.

A tense game against League leaders Doncaster was next 
up at Huish Park but the leaders sneaked a 1-0 victory after 
Colin Pluck's equaliser was mysteriously ruled out. 

A long trip to York proved fruitless when torrential rain caused 
the match to be called off an hour before the start. 

Another one of those “If Only" moments was the main talk- 
ing point of a 1-1 draw with Mansfield when Kevin Gall was 
denied the most blatant penalty you will ever see. A Terry Skiver- 
ton goal at least sealed a point for Yeovil 

Suddenly that “Play-Off” place was looking less certain as 
Northampton started to move in but the mood in the camp was 
still good as Yeovil Town hung on in seventh place. 
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April was going to be as Sir Alex Ferguson put it “Squeeky 
Вит” time and with a tough series of matches Yeovil 
were going to have to be at their best. 

Things started well as the fans went down to the seaside at 
Plainmoor, Torquay and within twenty minutes Yeovil were 2-0 
up against a strong Torquay side. But another Premiership 
M.I.B., Rob Styles, was to leave his mark and Torquay came 
back to dominate the game although they didn't manage to 
overcome the ten Yeovil men after Gavin Williams had been 
sent off and Yeovil hung on for a 2-2 draw. 

A disappointing 0-0 draw with Cheltenham followed and it 
certainly got the Gaffer going as he berated his players. 

A 3-2 defeat at Boston was to all but put paid to 7th. place 
for Yeovil. After going in front early on with a Simon Weather- 
stone goal Boston hit back to lead 2-1 at half time. 

The second half though was to be Yeovil's best 45 minutes 
of the season. They totally battered Boston and drew level 
with an Adam Stansfield goal. Gavin Williams then won a pen- 
alty and after "scoring" had to take the kick again which he 
missed. But chance after chance was created but somehow 
Boston kept them out and then right at the end they broke 
away and scored. 

Yeovil's next opponents were Bury at Huish Park and they 
duly went in front before half time. Things were looking bleak 
but a new hero suddenly emerged when new signing Dani 
Rodrigues came on and completely turned the game with a 
wonderful bicycle kick and a scrambled winner. 

A 2-1 victory in the re-arranged game with York was secured 
in mid-week with goals from Paul Terry and Andy Lindegaard 
after Yeovil had conceded an early goal. 

Victory at Southend would be needed and that man Rod- 
rigues was on hand again with two more goals as Yeovil just 
would not let go of that 7th place. 

So as Yeovil went into May they were still there but with a 
strong Hull visiting on the 1st and then an away trip to Lincoln 
anything could happen. 
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Another full house was assured at Huish Park when Hull 
were the visitors and another somewhat subdued per- 
formance saw The Tigers finally clinch automatic pro- 
motion as they won 2-1. 

Hugo Rodrigues had given The Glovers hope with an equal- 
iser, his first league goal, but Hull scored again to break a lot 
of Yeovil hearts. 

With Northampton still winning, Yeovil's chances of a Play- 
Off place were out of their hands. Provided Yeovil could better 
The Cobblers results they would be in the Play-Offs or they 
would have to beat Lincoln by five goals. 

Easy when you know how and when Gary Johnson brought 
on Adam Stansfield and Jake Edwards as second half subs 
for Weatherstone and Kevin Gall suddenly the dream was alive. 

First Adam Stansfield scored and then Jake Edwards scored 
and then Mansfield equalised against Northampton. For six- 
teen second half minutes Yeovil were there but then news of a 
Northampton goal came through to dampen the spirits. 

Two goals from Lincoln to draw level did nothing for the 
nerves but Gavin Williams scored the winner within minutes 
of the end to secure the points for Yeovil. 

Sadly though Mansfield could not score again and North- 
ampton secured their position in the Play-Offs whilst Yeovil 
lost out by a goal difference of four goals. 

For the players and thousands of fans who travelled to Lin- 
coln it was heartbreaking but that didn't stop them cheering 
their idols for minutes after the game. 

As the players trudged off all that was left was the knowl- 
edge that with a season to learn from this club has every 
chance of going all the way next year. 

It had been a fantanstic season that went right to the last 
day and the players and manager are to be congratulated on 
their achievements even if that ultimate goal of promotion 
had been snatched away at the death.
